A  CONCRETE  PLAN  FOR  SETTLING  TFE  INCIDENT 
DECIDED  AT  Ti*E  CP  IN/.  AFFAIRS  POA^D/KOA-IN/  HEFTING 


A  meeting  of  the  China  Affairs  Board,  held  for  the  sake 
of  bringing  abort  a  settlement  of  the  Incident  on  the  occasion 
of  the  birth  of  Wang  Chao-ming's  /TN:  same  as  WANG  Cbing-wei/ 
Central  Chinese  Government,  was  opened  at  10:10,  on  the  1st, 
in  the  Prime  Minister's  Official  Residence.  It  was  attended 
by  four  ministers,  namely,  its  President,  Prime  Minister  AEE, 
Vice  President,  Foreign  Minister  NGMTtra,  War  Minister  FATA., 
Navy  Minister  YOSFIDA,  and  Finance  Minister  A0KI,  and  also  by 
Y'MAGArrA,  Chief  Director  /Somuchokan/  of  the  China  Affairs 
Board  and  SUZNkI,  Chief  o**  the  Political  Affairs  Department  of 
the  same.  Frime  Minister  ABE's  address  was  followed  by  an  ex¬ 
planation  bv  Chief  Director  YAMAGAW*  of  the  concrete  plan  for 
the  settlement  o«*  the  Incident  drafted  by  the  China  Affairs 
Board  and  discussion  went  on  till  neon  when  the  meeting  ad¬ 
journed  for  the  time  being.  After  they  had  lunch  together, 
the  meeting  was  continued  in  the  afternoon  until  2:20,  when 
it.  broke  up,  the  outline  of  tVe  concrete  elan  for  the  settle¬ 
ment  of  the  Incident  having  been  decided.  Thus  the  Government 
is  now  quite  ready  +0  ca’-ry  out  the  plan  for  the  settlement  of 
the  Incident.
